Goldman said the collection 
would serve many purposes, 

"Too many young people 19- 
day don't have enough know- 
ledge of what made this coun- 
try great, right or wrong, the 
Civil War had a great deal to 
do with making it great.

Vince Marquess, a former 
resident of Belle Glade and 
assistant principal of Belle 
Glade High School, who is 
now employed as Coordinator 
of Group Testing in the Palm 
Beach County Schools spoke at 
the Gove Elementary "School 
PTA meeting on Monday 
night. 

Mr. Marquess, active in 
Methodist Church work local- 
Jy and known in guidance coun 
“seling work here, was a most 
informative and meaningful 
speaker on the testing program, 
its value and problems. 

With an impressive list of 
tests, which the members of 
the Peabody Report indicated 
was approved as a vigorous 
testing program, Mr. Marquess 
stated the real reason and de- 
sired result of this was to up 
grade the curriculum, From 
grades one through twelve, the 
Stanford Achievement Test 
was listed in five grades, the 
California Test two times, and 
a myriad of others throughout 
the years. 

Testing, at its best, accord- 
ing to Mr. Marquess only gives 
us an estimate of what we are 
trying to measure. 

Many areas were cited in our 
school system where the lack 
of personnel is hampering pro- 
gress. Additional counselors are 
needed, psychologists, casé 
workers, school physicians — 
it all added up to too many 
students for too few specialists, 
when one heard the statistics 
of drop-outs, slow learners, 
hearing, speech, and visual de- 
fects, reading problems, emo- 
tional problems! Belle Glade 
High School graduates, accord- 
ing to Mr. Marquess test-rat- 


ed among the best in the coun- 
ty, though he conceded that 
our curriculum was not 
varied as those of larger 
schools. Parents were urged to 
go to their children’s teachers 
and principals and study and 
discuss with them the individ- 
ual weaknesses and strengths of 
their particular child, for this 
was the ultimate goal of the 
testing program — to give 
help where needed in the de- 
velopment of the student!

I was quite pleased to note 
that during the final month 
of 1966 Duval County became 
the 32nd County in Florida 
to achieve a modified certified 
brucellosis status. 

Clay County has taken great 
strides in that direction, 
and is but one herd from gain- 
ing a like status. 

Veterinarians of the Florida 
Department of Agriculture, in 
cooperation with those of the 


U. S. Department of Agricul- 
lure as well as practicing vet- 
erinarians, are now working in 


eight counties of the state. 

They have advised me that 
of those counties Citrus County 
is 90 per cent completed, and 
Lee County is 91 per cent com- 
pleted. These counties 
should attain a modified certi- 
fied area status within another 
six to eight months. 

The all-out brucellosis test- 
ing “crash” program is making 
good headway at the present 
time. 1 am hopeful that this 
momentum will continue until 
all 67 counties within the state 
have been declared modified 
certified.

A manuscript on this his- 
tory of the sugar industry in. 
Florida may at first glance ap- 
pear to be sticky reading. Re- 
member, though, that you can't 
always tell a book by its cover. 

George H. Salley, a Miami 
attorney and business execu- 
tive, has played an import- 
ant role for many years in 
furthering the sugar industry 
in Florida and recently com- 
pleted a comprehensive review 
of that segment of our agri- 
business. His research, pub- 
lished in booklet form, reveals 
that the sugar industry here 
actually dates back to the Eng- 
lish. period in Florida when 
sugar was manufactured on a 
commercial scale at the New 
Smyrna colony between 1767 
and 1776. 

Mr, Salley traced the move- 
ment of sugarcane growing. 

Irom the time it was brought 


to the western hemisphere by 
Columbus on his second ex- 
ploration voyage in 1493 right 
up until the present time. Su- 
garcane culture, according ot 
Mr. Salley, probably was first 
introduced into Florida by 
Menedez shortly: after he 
founded St. Augustine in 1565. 

The sugar industry had a 
very meager beginning in Flor- 
ida, but it now represents more 
than $200 million of capital 
investment and $80 million an- 
nual income. Mr. Salley points 
out that the major portion of 
that is brought into the area 
from the outside and is spent 
within the state. 

1 agree with Mr. Salley that 
it is almost impossible to 
comprehend that every single 
stalk of the 5$ thousand tons 
of sugarcane ground daily in 
Florida’s nine sugar mills at 
the height of the season is cut 
by hand. 

The daily harvest would 
make up 10 trainloads, each 
containing 100 freight cars; 
yet, every stalk of cane is cut 
separate! yand its leáfly top 
removed by tbe stroke of a 
machete swung by a laborer 
willing to perform this ardous 
and unpleasant labor. 

‘Only two states on the main 
land — Florida and Louisiana 
— produce commercial sugar 
from sugarcane. For the past 
two crop years, we have out- 
produced Louisiana. 

We expect to harvest 198,- 
000 acres of sugarcane during 
the 1966-67 crop year. This 
will net us about 600,000 tons 
ia Mr Salley has included a 
number of startling facts in his 
booklet Here's an example: 
No other domestic sugar pro- 
ducing area can match Flori- 
da's ability to produce sugar 
so cheaply, — not Puerto Ri- 
co — not Cuba — not Ha- 
wail — not Louisiana, — not 
‘one of the 22 beet sugar pro- 
ducing states ——

“The New York Times” has 
filed from Communist North 
Viet Nam is evident both with 
in and without the journalistic 
world. Mr. Salisbury's reports, 
which emphasize injuries 1o 
civilians, have given the world 
the impression that the U. S. 
has been both untruthful in its 
statements on the air raids a- 
gainst Red territory and has 
also been zeroing in on civi- 
lians. 


Perhaps Mr. Salisbury did 
not intend that his articles pro- 
duce the impression they have. 
Yet it is apparent to many 
persons that they were written 
in a mood of indignation. 
Whatever the writer's intent, 
the articles have had the ef- 
fect of hurting the United 
States and, thereby, the Amer- 
ican soldiers, sailors, airmen 
and Marines who are fighting 
in the Far East to defend free- 
dom. 

Mr. Salisbury is in particu- 
larly hot water over his use 
of figures on casualties. It has 
developed that the figures are 
those released by the commun- 
ists. What good reporter, one 
may inquire, would rely on 
communist statistics, as the Red 
states have a long record of 
falsifying evidence?

The Harrison Salisbury Dispatches 


were injured when U. S. planes 
raided Nazi war centers. Why 
should casualties in a com- 
munist country cause special 
indignation? Moreover, inform 
ed citizens know that in North 
Viet Nam — as in other com- 
munist revolutionary nations 
—the entire population is part 
of the country’s machine. As 
soon as the sun goes down over 
North Viet Nam, an army of 
“civilians” starts moving war 
material to the front by truck 
and even by bicycle, These 
“civilians” are as much com- 
munist soldiers as the North 
"Vietnamese regulars who at- 
tack American troops south of 
the border. 


The North Vietnamese are 
shrewed manipulators of opin- 
ion, including world opinion. 
Until Mr. Salisbury was ad- 
mitted, no U. S. correspondent 
was allowed to enter the coun- 
try. Then Hanoi made the in- 
teresting decision to admit a 
reporter for "The New York 
Times," a newspaper that has 
been bitterly critical of the 
U. S. struggle in Viet Nam. 
The stories, which damage the 
interests of the United States, 
get into print in the midst of 
the Christmas season when the 
“peace on earth” theme is be- 
ing stressed. But the dispatches 
from Hanoi don't indicate that 
the North Vietnamese oppose 
peace with freedom for South 
Viet Nam. 


It is inevitable that some 
Americans recall the unfort- 
vnate role that "The New York 
Times" played in the rise of 
Fidel Castro, When the Cuban 
revolutionary was holed up in

the mountains of Oriente Pro- 
vince, "The Times" sent Her- 
bert L. Matthews to interview 
him. Mr. Matthews, wove siar- 
ies that presente Cjstio v 
the Robin Hood oi the Carib. 
bean. Indeed "The Times" éd 
much to develop a füvófable 
image of Castro in the United 
States. To this day, "The Times" 
has not admitted its hurtful er- 
ror. Now it seems that "The 
Times" again is acting not 
simply as a reporter of news 
but as a participant in a poli- 
tical drama. 

While all newspapers seek 
legitimate scoops in gathering 
the news, responsible journals 
always make sure that they 
are not being used. One can- 
not imagine American papers 
sending correspondent - into 
Nazi Germany to cover U. S. 
air raids in World War ‘Il. 


Though there is no declared. 


war in Asia today, the struggle 
against communist North Viet 
Nam is a fact. U. S. fliers are 
risking — yes, losing — their 
lives over Hanoi where Mr. 
Salisbury has been writing 
stories critical of the deeds of 
the United States. It would be 
interesting to know the atti- 
tude of the fliers to the stories 
written by Mr. Salisbury. It is 
hard to believe that they would 
regard his reporting from 
Hanoi as justifiable. 

Freedom of the press is a 
precious part of the American 
heritage. It is best guarded by 
a high sense of responsibility 
to the American people, in- 
cluding the brave men who fly 
toward Hanoi along an air cor- 
ridor lined with Soviet missiles 
and anti-aircraft guns.

The amount of water which 
Everglades Park receives cach 
year under this plan depends 
upon the level of water in 
Lake Okeechobee and in the 
Conservation Areas.
